ing* Techna is not commissioned to do military development work as it is 
asserted that the plant is in a bad strategical location* In addition* most 
ox the factory employees are considered reactionaries* even though they may 
attempt to protect themselves by joining the Communist Party* Techna* there— 
fore* has no military importance at present*
